Despite a riot, two stabbings, a failed es¬ 
cape attempt, a suicide, seven employee 
reprimands and two dismissed managers 
— all since April — Justice Minister Ross 
Landry is downplaying safety concerns at 
the Central Nova Scotia Correctional Fa¬ 
cility in Burnside. 

“I believe the institution is safe,” 
Landry told reporters Thursday. 

“There’s policy and procedures there.” 

Landry said prison staff have to be 
“ever vigilant” to prevent unruly, violent 
criminals from causing themselves and 
others harm: “These individuals spend 
their day thinking of ways of how to far¬ 
ther their interest,” said Landry. 

Landry is also downplaying questions 
concerning gangs in the jail. He compares 
these gangs to “a pack of wolves.” 

“We know that gangs will flock togeth¬ 
er,” he said. “They’ll attack if they feel 
threatened.” 



“Sometimes events are going 
to occur, and we learn from 
that... When we have a 
conflict or a situation, we’re 
looking at ways of how we 
can improve the security and 
make those necessary 
changes.”

Liberal justice critic Michel Samson dis¬ 
agrees with Landiy’s assessment of the 
prison’s safety. “We’ve seen riots and 
wrongful releases under the Tories and 
now the same incidents are becoming 
more and more frequent under the NDP 
government,” he said in a release.

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Firings not due to suicide: Landry 


No workers lost their jobs 
as a result of a man killing 
himself at the Central No¬ 
va Scotia Correctional Fa¬ 
cility in April, according to 
Justice Minister Ross 
Landry. 

Provincial Justice De¬ 
partment officials have 
confirmed that, after an 
internal inquiry into the 
suicide of Daniel Alexan¬ 
der Nowogorski, two jail 
managers were fired and 
seven guards faced repri¬ 
mands. 


Landry told reporters 
on Thursday, however, the 
disciplinary actions were 
not focused directly on 
Nowogorslci’s death — 
which he still refuses to 
call a suicide even though 
the victim’s mother has 
stated it as such. 

“The issue dealing with 
the sudden death at the in¬ 
stitution opened up a 
broader review of per¬ 
formance,” Landry said. 
“As a result of that broader 
view, some disciplinary ac¬ 


tion was taken.” 

Landry refused to com¬ 
ment on the specific find¬ 
ings of the internal review. 
He did confirm, however, 
that no employees lost 
their job after Nowogors¬ 
ki’s death. 

“On the sudden death, 
no one (was) dismissed on 
that basis,” he said. 
“There’s other anomalies 
in the (review) that were 
brought forward and ... 
disciplinary action was 
taken.” o alex boutilier

“I think after last year’s 
H1N1 concerns, we 
thought that it would be a 
really good thing this year 
to make (immunization)

available,” she told re¬ 
porters. “We think there 
will be good uptake on the 
vaccine.” 

MacDonald said her de¬ 
partment is not anticipat¬ 
ing an especially severe flu 
season, and that the policy 
is in keeping with other 
provinces. 

She also said that the 
expansion of free vaccine 
to all will not drastically 
affect the cost to the 
province. 

“It’s really very much in 
the ballpark of what we’ve 
been paying all along ... 
between $1.2 and $1.4 mil¬ 
lion,” she said.

A man accused of sexually 
abusing three men when 
they were boys in the 1970s 
admitted to performing oral 
sex on two of them, but said 
they were in their late teens 
at the time, and the encoun¬ 
ters were consensual. 

Ernest Fenwick Macin¬ 
tosh, 67, spent most of the 
day Thursday on the wit¬ 
ness stand testifying in his 
own defence. 

Soon after taking the 
stand, Macintosh acknowl¬ 
edged his prior criminal 
record — a count of inde¬ 
cent assault and a count of 
sexual assault, both of 
which date back to the ear¬ 
ly 1980s. He received a fine 
and six months probation, 
respectively.

Macintosh acknowl¬ 
edged having a sexual rela¬ 
tionship with the man 
who first brought the case 
to the attention of the 
RCMP. In all, 16 of the 
counts relate to the man, 
who cannot be identified. 

But Macintosh said the 
man wasn’t between the 


ages of 10 and 13, as court 
heard earlier. Instead, Mac¬ 
intosh told Justice Simon 
MacDonald their sexual re¬ 
lationship lasted about four 
years beginning when the 
man was 17. 

The age of consent in 
Canada at the time was 14. 

Macintosh said their 
sexual relationship con¬ 
tinued off and on for the 
next four years and in¬ 
volved 12 encounters, 
mostly in his room at the 
boarding house, with the 
final time occurring in 
1983. Earlier in the trial, 
the man testified the 
abuse occurred between 
the ages of 10 and 13 and 
involved upwards of 100 
incidents, capebretonpost

The case of an Iranian 
woman sentenced to death 
by stoning drew interna¬ 
tional outrage after her 
lawyer’s blog posts 
sparked a global campaign 
to save her life, and British 
media reported late yester¬ 
day that the stoning would 
not occur. 

The Iranian Embassy in 
London said that Sakineh 
Mohammadi Ashtiani 
would no longer face 
death by stoning, accord¬ 
ing to Channel 4 News and 
The Guardian newspaper. 
A message seeking com¬ 
ment from the embassy 
was not immediately re¬ 
turned. 

“According to informa¬ 
tion from the relevant ju¬ 
dicial authorities in Iran, 
she will not be executed by 
stoning punishment,” the 
embassy said in the state¬ 
ment reported by media.

Thompson, and Robert 
Redford have already 
signed on to the campaign 
to push for her release, ac¬ 
cording to The Times. Hu¬ 
man Rights Watch said 
Ashtiani was first convict¬ 
ed in May 2006 of having 
an “illicit relationship” 
with two men following 
the death of her husband 
— for which a court in 
Tabriz, sentenced her to 99 
lashes. But later that year, 
she was also convicted of 
adulteiy, despite having re¬ 
tracted a confession which 
she claims was made un¬ 
der duress.

The federal and three 
Prairie provincial govern¬ 
ments announced plans 
yesterday to pump an ad¬ 
ditional $450 million into 
a program to cover farm¬ 
land that either couldn’t 
be seeded or was washed 
out after seeding due to 
near non-stop rain in the 
spring and early summer. 

Affected Prairie produc¬ 
ers will receive $30 per 
acre — that’s $12.41 a 
hectare.

An alleged spy who disap¬ 
peared after being freed on 
bail in Cyprus assumed the 
identity of a dead five-year- 
old Canadian boy to obtain 
a passport, raising fresh 
questions about travel docu¬ 
ment security. 

The apparent abuse of 
the Canadian passport sys¬ 
tem by Christopher Metsos

Canada’s economy is on 
track to grow more quickly 
this year than previously 
expected, putting it ahead 
of most other advanced 
economies, according to 
new estimates from Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund. 

The IMF said Thursday 
it’s raising the 2010 growth 
forecast for Canada to 3.6 
per cent from its previous 
estimate of 3.1 per cent, is¬ 
sued in April. 

The IMF’s July report al¬ 
so raised its U.S. growth es¬ 
timate to 3.3 per cent, up

First Fight Club, now internet do- 
gooder. Ed Norton, famous for his 
intelligent performances in roles 
ranging from reformed neo-Nazi 
to hardened police officer, spends 
a large chunk of his time volun¬ 
teering for good causes. 

Now Norton, who once 
persuaded fellow celebrities to 
run a marathon with him in 
order to raise money for Africa, 
borrows a page from Silicon Val¬ 
ley. His new website, 
Crowdrise.com, allows users to 
network and donate money to 
their friends’ charitable causes. 

You’re frying to harness people’s 
generosity through Crowdrise. 
What’s your inspiration? “It grew 
out of a conversation I had with 
the three friends who eventually 
launched Crowdrise with me,” he 
explains. “We talked about the 
fact that the tools of social 
networking weren’t being used as 
effectively as they could be. And I 
had noticed that charities that 
were raising money the tradition¬ 
al way just weren’t getting 
enough money.” 

What’s your benchmark for suc¬ 
cess? We’re working on lots of 
different models for how we’ll 
measure success. But essentially, I 
want Crowdrise to be the place 
people go to when they want to 
raise or donate money. I don’t 
want it to be seen as Ed Norton’s 
website, or a website run by a 
celebrity, but as a website that’s 
the best at what it does. 


You’ve used your fame for good 
causes many times, but you’re al¬ 
so known as a reluctant celebrity. 
Do you wish you’d pursued a dif¬ 
ferent career? When I decided to 
become an actor I wasn’t blind to 
what was involved, and I can’t 
pretend I didn’t know that fame 
was part of the deal. The best 
thing you can do is to use the pos¬ 
itive aspects in productive ways. 

What gets you excited about get¬ 
ting out of bed in the morning? I 

like the balance [of making 
movies and doing good deeds]. 
One engages the left side of your 
brain, the other the right side. 

But I’d prefer not to do both at 
the same time. Unfortunately 
that’s what I’ve been trying to do 
for the past several weeks. 

Along with people like Natalie 
Portman, you were on a recent 
top-list of the world’s 10 brainiest 
celebrities. Do you feel like one? I 

know many people who’re a lot 
more brilliant than me. In fact, I 
meet someone who is more intel¬ 
ligent than me every other day. 

Why are celebrities a good means 
of getting people involved with 
charitable causes? People don’t 
need celebrities do get involved 
with charitable causes, but for 
celebrities who’re already 
involved and want a way for their 
fans to do something, too, this is 
a good way. The same thing goes 
for regular people; everyone can 
encourage their friends to 
donate. 
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Gibson in 
trouble with 
law again 

O Actor being investigated in assault incident 
O Also in custody battle with ex-girlfriend 


Mel Gibson is being inves¬ 
tigated in a possible 
domestic violence incident 
involving his ex-girlfriend 
earlier this year, sheriff’s 
officials said Thursday. 

The Los Angeles County 
Sheriff’s Department list¬ 
ed the actor-director as a 
potential suspect in the 
alleged attack on Russian 
singer Oksana Grigorieva 
at an undisclosed location 
in Malibu. 

The two have been 
involved in a nasty 
custody dispute over their 
infant daughter — the 
subject of a confidential 
court case. The incident is 
being investigated by the 
same sheriff’s substation 
that handled Gibson’s 
2006 arrest on suspicion of 
drunken driving. The sta¬ 
tion in Agoura also covers 
Malibu, where Gibson 
lives. 

The release states the 
incident occurred on Jan. 6 
and the investigation is in 
a preliminary stage. A de¬ 
partment spokesman was 
not immediately available 
to speak about the case. 

The Academy Award 
winner is no longer on 
probation for the drunken 
driving case and his 
conviction has been 
expunged. 

The actor has not pub¬ 
licly discussed the 
breakup with Grigorieva, 
40. The former couple first 
revealed their relationship 
shortly after Gibson’s wife, 
Robyn, filed for divorce 
last April.

Sometimes they are diabolical. Occasionally 
dastardly. They are, of course, supervillains, the 
evil geniuses who give Superman, Batman and 
other caped crusaders a reason to get up in the 
morning. 


S upervillains like Professor Moriarty and Dr. Fu 
Manchu, with their craving for world domi- na¬ 
tion and habit of calling everyone around them 
“Fools!,” have been scaring moviegoers for 
decades, but the Professor and the Doctor are 
rather conventional compared to the Lightning 
from the 1938 film The Fighting Devil Dogs. 

Lightning was the first crime mastermind to wear a 
wild costume — a black shiny helmet and robe that later 
inspired Darth Vader’s uniform — and he set the tone for 
hundreds of cinematic supervillians. 

In this weekend’s Despicable Me, a new super- villain, 
Gru (Steve Carell), rethinks his plan to steal the moon af¬ 
ter becoming a dad. It’s a comedic take on the standard 
baddie, but nonetheless Gru has most of the 
accoutrements of his evil trade. Here’s a checklist: 


Accent: Having a sinister accent is par for the super¬ 
villain course. Gru’s sounds like a cross between Ricardo 
Montalban and Bela Lugosi, but he is just the latest in a 
long line of baddies with a brogue. Who could forget Bat¬ 
man & Robin’s icy Mr. Freeze? Played by Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, the frosty bad guy intoned, “The Ice 
Man cometh!” in a menacing accent that sounded a lot 
like, well, Schwarzenegger. 

Doomsday Devices: What’s an evil overlord without a 
diabolical device of destruction? Gru has an arsenal of 
shrink and freeze rays, but those pale by comparison to 
Doctor Otto Octavius (Alfred Molina) and his Spider-Man 
2 explosive super-weapon or the Green Goblin’s 
Pumpkin Bombs —Jaclc-o’-lantems that can melt 
through a three-inch-thiclc sheet of steel. 

Catchphrase: All good supervillains have a motto. Gru 
could learn a thing or two from the Clown Prince of 
Crime, the Joker (Jack Nicolson) who cackled, “Have you 
ever danced with the devil in the pale moonlight?” to his 
victims before offing them. It’s catchy, but not as memo¬ 
rable as Mr. J’s other well known quote, “This town needs 
an enema.” Even better is Terence Stamp's haughty com¬ 
mand “Kneel before Zod!” from Superman II. 

A.K.A.: Finally, Gru fits the baddie bill but does fall 
down in one aspect of supervillainy, however; no evil 
nickname. Perhaps he could take his lead from the Joker 
a.k.a. “the Harlequin of Hate” and go by the Fiend of Fa¬ 
therhood.

Johnson 
awarded 
$23M from 
lawsuit 

A jury has awarded Don 
Johnson $23.2-million in 
profits from the TV series 
Nash Bridges and issued 
rulings that may mean 
more money for the actor. 

The jury award came af¬ 
ter a two-week trial during 
which Johnson claimed he 
was owed millions in prof¬ 
its from the show, which 
aired for six seasons. 

Johnson attended the 
entire trial and personally 
thanked jurors after the 
verdict was read Wednes¬ 
day. He sued three enter¬ 
tainment companies — 
Rysher Entertainment, 
2929 Entertainment and 
Qualia Capital — in Febru¬ 
ary 2009. 

“We’re disappointed in 
the verdict and we’ll 
appeal,” said Rysher’s at¬ 
torney, Bart H. Williams. 
“We respect the jury’s de¬ 
cision and we think there 
are a lot of significant ap¬ 
pellate issues.” 

Rysher Entertainment 
contended during the trial 
that the show lost money 
overall and that was why 
Johnson hadn’t been paid. 

Jurors confirmed that 
Johnson’s contract for 
Nash Bridges included a 
provision that made him a 
50 per cent owner in the 
show’s copyright.

When most musicians deal 
with something traumatic 
they often end up writing 
about it. 

Not Kylie Minogue. 

About five years ago the 
Aussie songstress was diag¬ 
nosed with breast cancer 
— it’s been in remission 
since 2006 — and she has 
yet to record an album 
about the experience. It’s 
something she regrets. 

“I did write some tracks 
for X (her 2007 disc) about 
my experience, but I didn’t 
include them on the al¬ 
bum,” she tell Metro over 
the phone from New York. 
“The consensus was that 
they didn’t belong on it.” 

She says she wished she 
“had the energy to fight” 
and that she had more con¬ 
fidence to get the songs on 
the record. But her new al¬ 
bum, Aphrodite, doesn’t 
discuss her cancer either. 
“It’s not the moment,” she 
says, adding that she does 
want to create an “anti-al¬ 
bum,” one that does have 
the songs she thinks her 
fans want to hear. 

Instead, the electro, 
club-ready Aphrodite deals 
with love, but she steers 


clear from the heartache 
she’s dealt with through¬ 
out much of her life. “And 
if I lie with you long 
enough I can see the things 
I’m dreaming of,” she sings 
on the upbeat Everything is 
Beautiful. Positive lyrics 
are all over the record. 

“I still believe in love,” 
she says. “Not just with one 
person, but I feel it with my 
audience and feel it 
through my music.” 

While this disc is made 
for the dance floor, it was¬ 
n’t supposed to turn out 
like it did. She wanted to 
create something with 
more guitars than keys. “It 
was supposed to be more 
organic,” she reveals. 

But, as the writing 
process went on she began 
feeling lost. “I became very 
confused,” she says. “I did¬ 
n’t know what I was trying 
to achieve.” 

Her songwriters shifted 
gears, creating the key¬ 
board heavy sound that’s 
on her new effort. She’s 
thrilled with overall result, 
and adds that the timing 
for a dance record couldn’t 
have been better. 

“Dance has infiltrated 
the mainstream in Eu¬ 
rope,” she says. “That 
sound worked for me and it 
was good timing.”

T he Polaris Music 
Prize makes peo¬ 
ple mad. It starts 
endless 

arguments and 
divides people in¬ 
to bitter camps which lob 
ugly invectives at each oth¬ 
er, impugning the enemy’s 
taste and artistic sensibili¬ 
ties. But that’s the whole 
point. 

Polaris is modelled after 
other national music 
prizes, including the much- 
hyped Mercury Music Prize 
(U.K.), Prix Constantin 
(France) and the Shortlist 
Music Prize (U.S., although 
it’s been on hiatus since 
2007). The winner gets 
$20,000 for providing the 
best full-length Canadian 
album of the year. 

Getting to a winner is as 
complicated as electing a 
pope — and filled with 
nearly as much intrigue. 
Over the course of many 
months, nearly 200 music 
journalists, broadcasters, 
bloggers, critics and gener¬ 
al tastemalcers weigh in 
with which albums they 


think should be considered. 

In June, votes are cast to 
whittling dozens of sugges¬ 
tions down to the 40-album 
Long List. Tuesday, the 
results of a second vote 
were announced, resulting 
in the ten-album Short List. 
On the eve of the grand 
gala in September, a 
carefully selected jury will 
be sequestered to debate 
the artistic qualities of each 
finalist to determine which 
one deserves to be declared 
a Great Canadian Album 
for All Time. 

With something set up 
to be so subjective, you can 
see where the fights begin. 
But at least Polaris gets peo¬ 
ple talking about music. 
Artists and albums that 
might otherwise forever re¬ 
main obscure are discussed 
and heard, not only domes¬ 
tically but internationally. 
In an era when far too 
many people shut 
themselves off to unfamil¬ 
iar or disagreeable sounds 
with ear bud, anything that 
gets anyone to interact over 
the artistic qualities of mu¬ 
sic is a good thing.

Sneijder looks to add to trophy rack 


Nowadays, success comes 
at such a staggering pace 
for Wesley Sneijder that he 
can’t even find a spot in his 
agenda to enjoy it. 

After leading Inter Milan 
to a triple of titles — Italian 
league, cup and Champions 
League — the Dutch play- 
maker now has a shot at an 
unheard of quadruple in 
Sunday’s World Cup final 
against Spain.
